Washington, Feb. 4—(AP) — 


Naval Captain L. F. Safford, re- 
versing his previous Pearl Harbor 
testimony, said today "I have no 
suspicion against any individual" 
as to 
high 
command 
viola- 


tion of laws against destroying 
public records. 


Earlier in the day, Safford had 


testified that "suspicion exists" 
in his mind that Gen. George C. 
Marshall and Adm. Harold 
R 


Stark had so broken the Jaw, 


The question at 
issue 
was 


whether copies of a "winds code" 
message which Safford said gave 
Washington a three-day tipoff of 
the Japanese attack on Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, was received here and 
later destroyed. 


Under 'questioning by Senator 


Lucas (D-H1) of the senate-house 
committee, Safford said he did not 
suspect responsibility for destruc- 
tion of the records rested with a 
group of naval officers, as he had 
said before. 


"But do you have suspicion 


against Stark and 
Marshall?" 


asked Lucas, referring to a reply 
Safford had given Rep. Clark 
(D-NC). 


Vo Basis for Suspicion 


"I have no proper basis for sus- 


picions against any individual". 
Bafford replied. 


"Do you want to change your 


testimony of a while ago?" 


"I would like to change my an- 


swer to Mr. Clark's and your ques- 


directed. 


against any individuals who can 
be named". 


Rep. 
Cooper (D-Tenn) said he 


couldn't understand that kind of 
answer, that it appeared that if 
Safford had suspicions they must 
be directed against persons. 


^S^ffqxd was asked this 


question by Rep. Clark: 
- "Do you mean even to create 
the suspicion in the minds of this 
committee or the public that eith- 
er General Marshall or Admiral 
Stark violated the law of this na- 
tion by destroying public records 
to oover up a mistake?" 


"In my own mind that suspic- 


ion exists", Safford replied. 


Safford has testified that an in- 


tercepted Japanese message was 
recived by the Navy three days 
before the December 7, 1941, at- 
tack and has now vanished from 
tile files. He said there was "an 
appearance of a conspiracy" and 
that it "is human to try to cover 
up a mistake". 


Marshall was the wartime Chief 


of Staff and Stark was the 1941 
Chief of Naval Operations. 


To Call Alleged Messenger 
Committee counsel Seth Rich- 


ardson said Capt. Alwin D. Kra- 
mer will "be called to the stand 
after members finish questioning 
Safford, possibly today. 


After

Richardson said officials who were 
in charge of the Cheltenham, Md. 
radio monitoring stations in De- 
cember, 1941, will be called to tes- 
tify whether they ever intercept-

Edward Helfrich 


Goes to Trial in 
Conspiracy Case 


A jury of five women and seven 


men was empanelled in the Lee 
county Circuit court today to hear 
testimony in the trial of Edward 
Charles Helfrich of Dixon who 
was charged with conspiracy in an 
indictment which was returned by 
the January grand jury. Attorney 
Lloyd Scriven appeared in Helf- 
rich s behalf when the case went 
to trial today, as the last to be 
submitted to a jury at the Janu- 
ary term. 


In the indictment Helfrich is 


accused of conspiring with Hazel 
Garst and Dorothy Besser in forg- 
ing a check belonging to Rusell 
Distin on September 27, 1945. Og- 
den Moore was .the first witness 
called by the state at the opening 
of the^trial today and^was follow- 
ed closely by Dorothy Besser who 
was on the witness stand until ad- 
journment was taken at the noon 
tiour. 


Claims He Ask for Money 
In her testimony, Miss Beser 


stated that on the morning of 
Sept. 27, Helfrich came to the Dis- 
tin home and asked Hazel Garst for 
money. The three went into- Dist- 
in's room when he was absent 
from the house and she testified 
Helfrich found the check in Dis- 
tin's overcoat pocket, took it into 
the kitchen, where he told her to 
sign Distin's name to the check 
which she did. Later the trio came 
to the business district where the 
Garst woman succeeded in cashing 
the check at a tavern, then gave 
Helfrich $20. the witness S10 and 
kept the balance for herself. That 
evening, the witness continued, 
the women met Helfrich and Joe 
Blaga by arrangement and went 
to Sterling and Rock Falls where 
they spent the money for drinks,

Ex-G.I. Accused in 
Springfield Murder 


Springfield, EL, Feb. 4—(AP)— 


A 24-year-old discharged soldier 
"was "formally charged with Mur- 
der today in the death of Edwin 
B. MacMurdo, 50, whose burned 
and bullet pierced body was found 
yesterday by two state policemen. 


State's Attorney John W. Cur- 


ren, Jr., said Clifford Dale Bragg 
of Philadelphia, Pa., had signed a 
statement that he shot Mac Murdo 
during a 
quarrel. 
Bragg 
was 


held in city jail without bond after 
a murder warrant was issued by 
Police Magistrate William B. Con- 
way. 


Curren said the shooting oc- 


curred Saturday evening in the 
kitchen of Mac Murdo's home, and 
that police later found Bragg hid- 
ing in the basement. 


The body had been transported 


in Mac Murdo's car to a secluded 
park north of Springfield, where 
the' automobile was set afire, Cur- 
ren added. 


Mac Murdo was shot five times 


with a .45 calibre service revolver, 
the prosecutor said. 
The body, 


charred beyond recognition, was 
identified by a brother, 
James, 


through dental 
plates, a 
signet 


ring and the car's license plates. 


Bragg was a roomer in the Mac- 


Murdo house, Curren said, and un- 
til three weeks ago was employed 
at the Lincoln Ordnance 'depot 
where MacMurdo was foreman. 


Curren said Bragg had served 


in the African. Italian and China- 
Burma-India campaigns and was 
discharged from the 
army last 


July. 


MacMurdo is survived by two 


daughters, five brothers and three 
sisters. 
He was born in Scran- 


ton. Kans., and formerly lived' in 
Auburn. 111., coming to Springfield 
12 years ago. 


Bevin Brands Russ 


Accusation a "Lie" 


London, Feb. 4—(AP)—Foreign 


Secretary Ernest Bevin of Brit- 
ain cried "lie" today in the Unit- 
ed Nations security council to a 
charge by Russian Foreign Vice 
Commissar Andrei Vishinsky that 
British troops in Greece were pro- 
tecting the rightist forces there. 


In a hot and heavy argument 


over Russia's demand for 
the 


"immediate withdrawal" of 
the 


troops on the ground that they 
endangered international peace, 
Bevin asserted: 


"Mr. Vishinsky says that our 


troops in Greece are protecting the 
right—I give the lie to that." 


He spoke after Vishinsky, in a 


90-minute statement had 
chal- 


lenged Bevin's friendliness toward 
Russia in telling the 
security 


council last Friday that the -"real 
danger" to world peace was Mos- 
cow propaganda against the Brit- 
ish. 


"I'm not unfriendly toward Rus- 


sia," Bevin said in his detailed re- 
buttal, delivered for the most part 
in a calm, slow voice. "I just want 
equal treatment" 


He did not say what equality 


he had in mind.

—This normally peaceful Connec- 
ticut community, its nearby hills 
dotted with homes of many weal- 
thy New York city lawyers bank- 
ers and business men, was in tur- 
moil today over its inclusion in 
the site recommended for 
the 


United Nations world capital. 


An estimated one-third of the 


town of Greenwich lies in the 52 
square miles of Connecticut and 
Westchester County, N. Y., coun 
try-side rated No. 1 by the UNO 
site inspection committee which 
returned to London yesterday to 
report to the General Assembly on 
the proposed location for perman 
ent UNO headquarters. The com 
mittee announced New York Citj 
as its primary choice for interim 
headquarters. 


Others Protest Also 


• -^Protests also .came £rom-some.of 
the New York state communities 
affected, especially the 200-year- 
old town of North Castle, all of 
whose 1,000 inhabitants live in 
the proposed permanent site, but 
it was Greenwich that the storm 
struck hardest. 


On one side property owners 


confronted with the prospect of 
eviction from land that has been 
in their families for generations 
protested that the choice was 
"unfair and undemocratic". 


On the other side was a less 


vociferous group, among them a 
representation of Greenwich shop- 
keepers, who declared the. choice 
bestowed a high honor on the com- 
munity and that the cries of op- 
ponents reflected selfish inter- 
est.

Two Commercial Flying Records 


Established Over Land and Sea 


New York. Feb. 4.—(AP)—Pan 


American Airways said today one 
of its Constellation planes had set 
a new trans-Atlantic commercial 
flight record of 12 hours and 48 
minutes, flying 3,400 miles from 
La Guardia Field to Hurn. Eng- 
land, with two stops en route. 


The plane left La Guardia Field 


at 3:17 p. m. (CST) yesterday and 
landed at Hurn at 6:40 a. m. 
(CST). 


An airline spokesman said the 


plane carried 30 passengers and a 
crew of 10 and averaged 308 miles 
an hour while over water from 
Gander, Newfoundland, to Shan- 
non, Ireland. Stops were made at 
both Gander and Shannon. 


The previous record for the trip 


was 14 hours, two minutes, set 
Jan. 4, by a Pan-American Clipper 
plane. 


A new transcontinental commer- 


cial plane record was set yester- 
day by a TWA Constellation 
which flew non-stop from Bur- 
bar.k, Calif., to La Guardia Field 
in seven hours, 27 minutes and 48 
teoond*. 


The big airliner also s=t a record 


for the number of persons carried 
on a coast-to-coast hop—45 pas- 
sengers and a seven-member crew. 


The former west-to-east com- 


mercial flight mark, 11 hours and 
55 minutes, was set by a TWA 
Stratoliner in July, 1940. 


Jack Frye, president of Trans- 


continental & Western Air, Inc., 
who piloted the Constellation on 
yesterday's flight, said the aver- 
age speed was 345 to 350 miles an 
hour, with a maximum of 375 
miles 
an 
hour 
between Fort 


Wayne, Ind., and Hayesville. Ohio. 


Altitude ranged between 151000 


and 17,000 feet, he said. The dis- 
tance covered was 2,490 miles. 


Last Friday the same plane, set 


an east-west commercial record of 
10 hoursa nd 49 minutes, but made 
a stop at Kansas City. 


The fastest time for all types of 


planes was the four hours. 13 min- 
utes and 26 seconds of a jet-pro- 
pelled P-80 Army fighter on a 
transcontinental flight Jan. 36.

A-Bomb May Put 


Planes and Subs 
On Equal Footing 


Washington^ 
Feb. • 4—(AP)— 


Atomic warfare, if it ever comes, 
may find the submarine ranking 
vith the carrier-borne airplane as 
a prime naval weapon. 


This likelihood shaped up today 


as the result of a series of navy 
expressions hinting at the trend 
of future planning as well as rip- 
ping away the secrecy from some 
high policies of the past war. 


In the latter connection was 


the discolsure that this country's 
sea arm went along with the to- 
tal war philosophy of the axis by 
issuing an order in the first days 
after Pearl Harbor for "unre- 
stricted air and submarine war- 
fare against Japan". The wisdom 
of this, the navy reasoned, was 
shown in the fact that Japan's 
supply lines to her conquered em- 
pire were cut, 276,000 Japanese 
killed and 1,944 ships sunk by al- 
lied submarines. 


The final decision on the sub- 


marine's role in the atom age is 
expected to evolve from the forth- 
coming A-bomb tests against war- 
ships at Bikini atoll. 


But even now the mounting im- 


portance of the undersea fleet 
gives added significance to cur- 
rent proposals for United States 
acquisition 
or control of former 


Japanese-held islands in the Pa- 
cific and other far-off-shore bases. 
Such bases would have high op- 
erational 
value 
for 
watching 


trouble spots of the world by 
means of submarines. 


From Vice Adm. Charles A.

House Begins Test 
Voting on Strike- 


Control Proposals 


Leaders Expect Case Bill 


to Emerge With But 


Few Changes 


Washington, Feb. 4— (AP)—The 


house rejected 130 to 42 today a 
sudden, surprise move to kill all 
labor legislation pending before it. 


The attempt was made by Rep. 


Celler, (D-NY) in a proffered 
amendment to a sweeping strike- 
control measure by Rep. Case (R- 
SD). 


The Case measure would set up 


a national mediation board with 
power to step into major labor 
disputes and forbid strikes or 
lockouts for 30 days. 


To help the board, Case would 


permit wider use of court injunc- 
tions against either labor or man- 
agement; outlaw violence in pic- 
keting or organized boycotts, and 
provide for civil suits against eith- 
er side breaking a contract. 


Members said the preliminary 


tests on amendments to elimin- 
ate one or more of those provis- 
ions will indicate clearly how the 
house will go when the bill itself 
comes to a showdown vote tomor- 
row or Wednesday.

Converted Swamp is 


Sold at $300 an Acre 


Metcalf, 111- Feb. 4— (AP)— 


The McGuire section, a square 
mile of fertile prairie farmland 
bought in 1830 for 25 cents an 
acre, or $160, has been sold for 
$300 an acre—a total of .$192,000. 


The 640 acre tract was little 


more than swamp land, covered 
with tough prairie grass six to 
eight feet tall, when Thomas Mc- 
Guire, an Ohioan, bought it in 
1830. 


It remained in the McGuire 


family 
for 
116 years—through 


four generations—until its recent 
sale by four great grandchildren. 
The W. J. Wilson family of Og- 
den bought 320 acres, and an equal 
amount was bought by Alfred and 
Eugene Knight, of Fithian. 


When a vast drainage system 


was developed in northwest Edgar 
county, 
what 
originally 
was 


swamp land increased greatly in 
value. The elder 
McGuire for 


years rented his "swamp" for 
grazing purposes at SI an acre, 
but when a delegation of land- 
owners offered him 575 an acre 
he decided to hold it. 


With thorough drainage, crop 


rotation and fertilization, the sec- 
tion had been not ting its owners 
$255 an acre rental annually for 
several years. 


American colonists on the shores 
of New England has there been 
such a voyage.

Doctors, nurses,

Cross personnel and the ship's 
crew 
worked frantically to get 


them to their 
cabins. Children 


were abandoned in the cabins, or 
left alone, screaming, by mothers 
who were too weak and sick to 
reach them. A little boy. climb- 
ing on the deck-rail, almost fell 
overboard before the 
horrified 


eyes of his mother who struggled, 
half-crawling, across the pitching 
deck toward him. 


Disease Outbreak Feared 


Crewmen 
worked throughout 


the afternoon, swabbing the decks 
and corridors. 
By nightfall,, the 


ship was so dirty that Army doc- 
tors, Capt. L. E. Reynolds of Den- 
ver, Colo., and Capt. Peter Bis- 
conti, of Seaford, N. Y., were wor- 
ried about an outbreak of dis- 
ease. 
Through 
Lt. Col. Floyd 


Lyle, transport commander, they 
announced an emergency inspec- 
tion of the entire ship. 


The doctors attributed the high 


incidence of seasickness to ner- 
vous strain, reaction to the emo- 
tions of fear, apprehension and 
high excitement that beset wom- 
en who were leaving their homes 
to go to a new and 
unfamiliar 


country. 


On 
Sunday night, Jan. 27, 


screams sounded on "A" deck. A 
woman lay there in the corridor, 
rolling from side to side and cry- 
ing "I'm finished. I'm finished." 


Cap lam Reynolds-ran tcrher side 


and attempted to get her on her 
feet. She fought him off. It took 
the officer and two nurses to get 
her to her cabin. There she be- 
came increasingly violent and was 
taken to a barred ward for men- 
tal patients.

Storm Stopped the Ship 


Wednesday, Jan. 30, was the 


worst of all the nine days. 


Early that morning, the Argen- 


tina collided with a full gale. The 
wind at times reached a velocity 
of 70 miles an hour. 
It moaned 


and cried 
in the 
rigging, and 


whipped rain and hail across the 
decks so fast that it took the 
paint off the masts. 


By nightfall, the violence of the 


storm virtually had stopped the 
Argentina. 
She drove forward, 


groaning 
and creaking, at no 


more than five miles an hour. 


Twenty miles behind her, the 


giant Queen Elizabeth "hove to," 
stopping entirely. 


It was the worst storm, officers 


said, of a winter that has already 
broken bad-weather records in the 
ugly North Atlantic. 


There were a* number of minor 


accidents when women fell down 
the staircases. A small child was 
thrown from his crib, and Capt. 
Bisconti put 12 stitches in its 
head. 


The storm lasted 
nearly two 


days, but even after it ended, the 
sea remained 
torn and ragged, 


and the wind strong. 


Through it all., Army transport 


officers, assisted by a few of the 
women, did everything possible to 
make life bearable.

Hepburn, of Bronxville, N. Y., is- 
sued a memographed daily news- 
paper. "Wives Whisfiers'4—Volun- 
teei-s operated the public address 
system, selecting recorded musical 
broadcasts, there was a '"Com- 
munity Sing" in the lounge each 
night, and a movie on most 
nights. 


The ship's chaplain. John M. Eg- 


gand. of Brooklyn, held religious 
services on the two Sunday morn- 
ings of the trip, and vespers every 
evening. 


Learn About America 


The women who were 
well 


enough went each morning to "ori- 
entation" talks, designed to give 
them general instruction in Amer- 
ican institutions. They heard lec- 
tures on government, the political 
system, and American schools. 


They saw a number of trav- 
elogues. 


And they worked hard to learn 


"The Star Spangled Banner." 


The costume that/became vir- 


tually a standard "uniform" for 
them, 
was composed of slacks, 


sweater, rubber-soled shoes and a 
scarf knotted around the head. 


As they talked, it became obvi- 


ous that the questions uppermost 
in their minds were: Will America 
be very different from England? 
Will adjustment be difficult? Will 
American women resent us? How 
long will it take me to cook for 
my husband 
in the 
American 


way? 


All are timid of America, and 


most are apprehehensive of find- 
ing themselves "different" in the 
new country. 
A great many be- 


gan trying to develop an Ameri- 
can accent in speech on the voy- 
age.

New Intelligence Agency 
Whether or not this country's 


armed forces are placed under a 
unified command, there is prom- 
ise that the heads of those aimed 
forces

Washington—Politics is warm- 


ing up. The young men and wo- 
men are coming back from for- 
eign fields plainly displeased at 
the way things are going. Some 
tell me Uncle Sam is known m 
many foreign nations as "Uncle 
Sugar." They tell of waste, inef- 
fiency. or throwing our money 
around, and talk of getting into 
politics. The ballot lists this fall 
will contain a lot of veterans who 
think they can do something in 
congress, if they get home in time. 
Certainly the group displeasure of 
this 12,000,000 voting mass, now 
fairly well congealed in ideas. 
threatens a complete overturn ot 


agency at their disposal. 


President Truman's creation of 


a National Intelligence Authority 
should correct a long-standing 
weakness in our foreign service. 
In the past our collection and cor- 
relation of foreign diplomatic, mil- 
itarv and economic information 
has been admittedly haphazzard. 
It has been gathered on a sort of 
spare-time basis and passed along 
without very much scientific eval- 
uation. 


This may or may not have been 


done through a delicate disinclina- 
tion to offend our neighbors by 
"spying" on them. But it is rath- 
er certain that the major powers, 
friendly and unfriendly, have felt 
no such delicacy toward us, and 
have had a much better idea of 
our doings than we have had of 
theirs. 


Now we have an agency which, 


if it works out as well in practice 
as it looks in print, will be a clear- 
ing house of information for the 
State, War 
and Navy Depart- 


ments, from which it gets its 
funds and to whose secretaries it 
Will be responsible. 


This setup is contrary to some 


of the recommendations of Maj.- 
Gen. William J. Donovan, who 
suggested the new agency. Gen- 
eral Donovan preferred that the 
agency be responsible to congress 
for its finances and its findings. 
The final organization within the 
cabinet may well be an improve- 
ment. There may be less democ- 
racy in such an arrangement. But 
probably there also will be less 
chance of the agency becoming a 
political football.

Anderson Demands 
New Sacrifices to 
Feed Europeans 


Washington, D. C.,—(AP)—Un- 


dersecretary of State Acheson said 
Saturday that the people of this 
country must increase their sac- 
rifices to relieve starvation in 
Europe "even if it means a re- 
turn to war time conditions in 
some sectors of our economy." 


"We've won the war," he said 


in a broadcast sponsored by the 
state department. "We can't af- 
ford to let hunger and starva- 
tion defeat us now." But he ac- 
knowledged that there 
will be 


some starvation in Europe this 
winter, "despite all our efforts to 
prevent it." 


TJrges Less Feed for Cattle 
Acheson's appeal was made as 


the White House arranged for a 
review on the food situation at 
next Tuesday's cabinet meeting 
and after Agriculture Secretary 
Anderson called upon farmers, in 
a radio talk, to cut down on the 
feeding of grain to cattle, hogs 
and poultry. 


Anderson said the nation's sup- 


ply of corn and other live stock 
feeds is running short. His appeal 
followed forecasts by agriculture 
department grain experts that the 
government will be unable to get 
enough wheat from farms to ful- 
fill export commitments abroad. 


The short supply of grains rais- 


ed 
tfle 
possibility 
of 
drastic 


changes in food allotments and 
even of a return to rationing ot 
meat. A poor growing season next 
spring and summer would force 
a sharp liquidation in live stock 
numbers and a reduced supply ot 
meat. 


A question expected to be dis- 


:ussed by the cabinet is how far 
the 
government 
should 
go in 


changing foreign food allotments 
and in adoption of measures de- 
signed to force curtailment in use 
of scarce grains for live stock 
feed and other uses at home.
